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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to teach or suggest a method of manufacturing horizontally continuously cast 
aluminum alloy rods, in which the method includes the steps of horizontally continuously 
casting of molten aluminum alloy into rods, straightening the aluminum alloy rods 
followed by peeling skin portions of the straightened aluminum alloy rods, 
nondestructively inspecting the surface and internal portions of the peeled and 
straightened aluminum alloy rods, sorting the aluminum alloy rods based on results of 
the nondestructive inspection step, and packing the non-defective aluminum alloy rods, 
all steps of which are continuously performed (independent method claim 1). 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
